Mexico City Taken, 
Reports Persist.

Juarez, Mexico, May 8.—Gen. 
Alvaro Obregon and Gen. Pablo 
Gonzalez, rival candidates for the 
presidency, today entered Mexico. 
City at the head of their armies, 
Gen. Escobar, Juarez commander, 
announced at a banquet tonight. 


Washington, D. C., May 8.—[Spe- 
cial.J—Awakening to possible dangers 
yor American citizens in Mexico, the 
government today ordered 1,200 ma- 
pines sent immediately to Key West 
‘to be ready for emergency servic®. 

Following reports of further revolt 
in Mexico, the flight of President Car 
ranza from the capital, and the cutting 
of telegraphic communication between 
Mexico City and Washington, the ad- 
ministration determined to protect 
Americans who might be caught be- 
tween Mexican opposing factions. 

Secretary Daniels issued orders late 
in the day for marines on duty at 
League Island navy yard, Philadelphia, 
to be held in readiness for Mexican 
service. 

Transport Runs to Port. 

Immediately afterward the transport 
Henderson left Charleston, S. C., for 
Philadelphia to take the marines 
aboard and rush them to Key West, 
where they will await further orders. 
The marines will be under command of 
Lieut. Col. P. M. Bannon. 

Five of the six destroyers ordered 
to Key West to hold themselves in 
readiness for duty near Mexican ports 


where Americans may be in danger ar- 


rived at Key West today. 
Communication between Mexico City

Laredo, Tex., May 8.—Nuevo Laredo 
Was quiet today, with federal officials 
Claiming the backbone of the revolt 
broken in that section. 

American Consul Robertson at Nue- 
vo Laredo left in nine automobiles 
early today for Lampazos to bring in 
Sixteen Americans and eight British 
subjects, isolated there on a passenger 
‘rain since the bridge was burned yes- 
tterday. 

Rebels Claim Big Gains. 

Paso, Tex., May 8.—Several 
“weeping victories were claimed by 
antiCarranza agents on the border. 
President Carranza is reported to have 
ordered the abandonment of the north- 
Mm states and the concentration of 
' the few loyal forces there ” in Mexico 
City, 

Torreon, Coahuila, and Zacatecas and 
Aguascalientes, capitals of the states 
beating the same names, and Saltillo, 
Capital of Coahuila, were also claimed 
day by the revolutionists.

Goy. Lowden’s managers had taken

They were confident that every one of 
the fifteen downstate districts will 
Stand pat for Lowden and against the 
mayor. 
Only One District Doubtful. 
Detinite assurance was required only 
from the Seventeenth district—that 
represented in congress by Col. Smith 


—and there was every indicafion that 
an effort made to deliver the district to 


the city hall would mean a’split in the 
district vote on the decisive test in 
whatever fashion it may arise Monday. 

The news that came from southern 


Illinois with the arrival of scores of 
leaders and delegates from “ Egypt” 
indicated that the spirit of the dele- 
gates from the four districts south of 
the Vandalia railroad is that Lowden’'s 
presidential chances must have first 
consideration and that other matters, 
political or personal, must stand aside 
until after the national convention. 


This tends to indicate that tne Ro- 
denberg and the Williams congres- 


siona] districts, counted upon strongly 
as critical factors in the gity hall cam- 


paign for state organization control, 
have fallen by the wayside, from the 
mayor’s point of view, and that there 
is rather slim prospect that he can con- 
trol the state convention as against 
Gov.

Claims Kastel as Friend. 

He admits that he is a friend of 
Philip Kastel — another man badly 
wanted in the Arnstein case. He de- 
nies he knows Arnstein, but identified 
a picture of ‘“ Nickey” Cohen as that 
of a man he met not long ago in the 
Hotel La Salle. 

The detectives got on the trail of 
Ecrement through the testimony given 
in New York by Kastel before he fled;

He 
sought to discard her for another wom- 
an, she said. She refused to give him 
up. 

“It was not much I askeé of him— 
only a little loving companionship to 
the end,” she said yesterday.

Moscow Admits Defeat of 
Soviet Armies.

McCarthy Tells Story. 

Capt. McCarthy reports: 

“About 8:30 p. m., April 25, 1920, 
Patrolman Frank J. Weimer saw a 
man, whose name it later developed 
was James J. Harrigan, emerging from 
between two apartment buildings on 
Buena avenue, whose explanation of 
his presence in that vicinity was 
very plausible; so bringing him to the 
station, he [the officer] started to make 
a thorough search of the man, when 
he sudgenly pulled a .45 caliber agto- 
matic y revolver and immediately 
started shooting at the officer, as well 
as at Sergeant George A. “Gierman 
and Operator Martin P. Schroeder, 
Harrigan in the meantime back- 
ing toward the front door: Weimer 


' started in pursuit and as he got to the 


steps leading down to the outer door, 
a bullet hit and went clear through 
the fleshy part of his right thigh, not- 
withstanding which, he kept up the 
pursuit, joined by Sergeant Gierman. 


Second ‘Officer Wounded. 


“ After: shooting Weimer, Harrigan 
ran west between the station house and 
the old buildjng north of it, pursued by 
Sergt. Gierman, Weimer going north 
of the old building to intercept the 
fugitive, should he seek to escape in 
that way. Meantime, Harrigan had 
got to a vacant space in the rear 
of the old building, where, in the 
darkness he could not be seen by 
the officers until he again opened fire 
on them. They immediately returned 
the fire, until after a number of shots 
had been exchanged, a bullet from 
Harrigan’s revolver struck and frac- 
tured Sergt. Gierman’s knee cap, rend- 
ering him helpless. Another of his 
bullets would undoubtedly have found 
its mark in Officer Weimar were its 
course not fortunately diverted by a tin 
tobacco box. 

“At this juncture Patrolman John 
O’Byrne, ambulance chauffeur, ap- 
peared on the scene and opened fire in 
the direction of Harrigan, and after he 
had fired four shots and Officer Weimer 
two more shots additional to those he 
had already fired, no more shots came 
from Harfigan's direction and a mo- 


Ment afterwards he was found uncon- 


scious, a bullet frombne of the officers’ 
revolvers going through his head. 


; Credit Is Given. 


“The officers are not definitely 
agreed as to whether it was Weimer 
or O’Byrne who shot Harrigan, but ir- 
respective of which of them fired the 
shot which eventually resulted in his 
death, the conduct of all three is de- 
serving of high commendation, for the 
pluck and bravery displayed by them 
in unflinchipgly facing and holding 
their ground under Harrigan’s mur- 
To Weimer and Sergeant 
Gierman ibe most credit is undoubted- 
ly due; Weimer, who picked the man 
up and brought him to the station in 
the first place, pursuing him and hold- 
ing his ground under fire, though al-

In an interview given at Moscow to John Clay- 
ton of THE TRIBUNE news service Leon Trotzky 
gives us' a picturé of communism as it works out 
in reality, -The picture offers a significant con 
trast to the ideal design of a socialistic commu 
nity presented by theorists. We commend the 
comparison to our parlor pinks and sentimental] 
radicals. 

Trofzky says that in organizing communist so- 
ciety “ militarizing economic life” must be resort- 
ed to. “This militarization,” he explains, “is all 
the more necessary hecause we have undertaken 
the mobilization of peasantry on a large scale for 
the solving of problems demanding application for 
a large number of people.” 

This is a mild phrase, “ mobilization of the peas- | 
antry,”” but what does it mean? It means that the

AST, year I wrote of an old man 
whom I saw hunting mushrooms. I 
asked him how he told the good 
from the bad, the safe from the 
unsafe. His reply was: “I stigs to dem 

I knows.” However appetizing a mush- 
room might appear, he rejected it unless 
he knew the variety to be a safe one. 

A professor in the University of Ili- 
nois was kind enough to send me copies 
of his reports on mushrooms and to ex- 
presf his approval of the plan of “ stig- 
ging to dem you knows.” It is all right 
for scientific gentlemen to study the sub- 


“dem dey knows to be safe.” The ad- 
vice to the ordinary mushroom hunter 
is likewise “to stick to those he knows,” 
even though he deprive himself thereby 
of some plentiful and safe varieties. 


But here I read an opinion by a great 
naturalist, one of the greatest in the 
world, a man pronounced by Charles 
Darwin to be the best observer he had 
ever encountered—Henri Fabre. In Henri 
Fabre’s book on “The Fly” there is a 
chapter on mushrooms and insects. He 
found that insects are fond of poisonous 
mushrooms, as much so as they are of 
the safe kind. He knocked out the folk 
lore opinion that insects avoided poison- 
ous mushrooms. This sign takes its 
place in the discard along with the sil- 
ver spoon test. 

But Henri Fabre built up as well as 
destroyed. He lived in a wild district 
in rural Frafice, on the foot of a moun- 
tain side. His peasant neighbors all 
hunted mushrooms on the mountain side. 
As Fabre walked abroad prosecuting his 
studies as a naturalist he encountered 
mushroom hunters daily. He made it a 
daily routine to greet them and inspect 
their finds. At first he was disturbed 
and perplexed to find all kinds of poison- 
ous mushrooms in the baskets and to be 
told that they were eaten without harm. 


~~ 

Upon investigation he found that there 
had not been a single case of mushroom 
poisoning in that province for many 
years. And then he discovered the rea- 
on. It was the universal custom to boil 
the mushrooms in order to remove the 
poison. 

“In my village,’”” he writes, “ and for 
a long way afound, the rule is to blanch 
the mushrooms, that is to say, to bring 
them to a boil in water with a little salt 
in it. A few rinsings in cold water 
concludes the treatment. They are then 
prepared in whatever manner one 
pleases. In this way what might at first 
be dangerous becomes harmless because 
the preliminary boiling and rinsing have 
removed the noxious elements.” 

He says that after such treatment he 
has eaten without harmful results such 
highly poisonous mushrooms as the 
ringed agaric, smoothheaded amanita, 
blue turning boleti, purple boletus, Sa- 
tanic boletus, mottled amanita, lemon 
yellow@amanita, olive tree agaric, and 
the belted milk producer. 

He concludes: “A ‘good preliminary 
boiling is the best safeguard against

TREATMENT FOR BOILS. 

Rogers Park writes: “I have been 
troubles with boils in the armpits for 
three weeks. Is there anything to rid 
me of them and prevent their spreading? 
I had two lanced by doctors, one under 
each arm, but there is one under each 
arm again. They get quite .large and 


are painful. After the doctor lanced the 
boils they were dressed and day 
after I cleaned the wound wi alcohol 


I found one small one coming and painted 
it with iodine, but it is just as large as 
the other ones now. I have been rather 
run down and am now taking an iron 
tonic. Will that build me up?” 

REPLY. 

Take a cake of yeast suspended in soup, 
water, milk or beef tea after cach meal. 
Wash your armpits with soap and water and 
follow by applying boracic acid dissolved in 
alcohol. Keep up the iron tonic if you are 
pale, otherwise not. The infection travels 
down the hair shafts and the abscess starts 
well below the surface of the skin too deep 
for the iodine to reach it. 


FRUIT JUICES HELPFUL. 


Mrs. E. G. writes: “My baby, 6 
months old is bottlefed. What food should 
I give her to have. her bowels move more 
regularly, as she is constipated, and has 
only ‘one bowel movement a day? She 
seems healthy and strong, weighs 20 
pounds; am feeding cows’ milk mixed 
with oatmeal gruel with a little sugar 
every two to three hours.”

Give her fruit juices and drinkinz water. 
The use of vegetable soups can be tegun. 
Finely mashed vegetables will follow. Malt 
sugar in milk is more laxative than cane 
sugar.

Supplies to nonessential consumers, 
Such as manufacturers of candy and 
soft drinks. 


“Plain Bad Administration.” 


“The present ‘sugar position is due 
simply to bad business administration,” 
said Mr. Hoover. “ As, the result of 
failure to act last September, we are 
subject to unparalleled speculation anda 
profiteering. The present situation. dis- 
criminates terribly against the poor. 
The increase in price is imposing an 


$50 per family per annum and will cost 
our consumers over a billiion dollars 
more than last year. 

“The profiteering is international. 
The situation is'as: much disliked by 
the vast majority of our manufactur- 
ers and distributors as by the public, 
for they do not like even to be ac- 
cused of profiteering. This situation 
cannot be remedied by the attagney 
general's conception that forces of this 
character can be handled by putting a 
few people in jail. 


Still a, Chance for Relief. 


If our government even bow entered 
into negotiations with the large Euro- 
pean governments to stop bidding 
against each other and so secure our 
fair share of the available supplies it 
might help. Aside from inflation of 
price, an undue share will otherwise 
go to Europe, becadtse its purchases 
der the 
direction of its governments, and our 
merchants. have not the ‘resources to‘ 
compete with such organization for 
forwarding supplies, and thus our fair 
share is seriously jeopardized.

Twenty-seven to 28 cents was fixed 
as the top prices which the consumer 
should pay to the retailer for sugar at 
a conference of sixty of the city’s most 
important wholesale grocers held yes- 
terday in the office of District Attorney 
Clyne. 

,The dealers also took a pledge, to 
prevent resales of sugar ‘and to sell 
to the retail trade at the lowest price. 
They cheered a declaration that orders 
for sugar should be filled in the order 
in which they were received and not 
by attending to the customer who of- 
fered the highest price first. This dec- 
laration was aimed at candy makers, 
who, to obtain sugar, offer from 40 to 
50 cents a pound. 

Clyne Talks of Jails.

“FISHED OUT” LAKES AND OTHER SUBJECTS. 


2U can go to almost any section 
of the United States and find 
lakes or rivers reputed to be 
“fished out.” Every old “ resi- 
denter” in the district will tell you 
how plentiful fish used to be and how 
they have “all been cleaned out” in 
recent years. i 

These tales of fishing in other days 
persist mostly in much fished regions. 
Take the Fox lake region in northern 
Illinois as an example of this. Here 
we have eight sizable lakes with a 
fine river for the inlet and outlet, im- 
mense weed beds, deep holes, rocky 
ledges, and everything suitable for fish 
life. These waters, being near Chi- 
cago, are fished heavily, and sometimes 


anglers are disappointed, as is to be ex- 
pected; fish do not bite all the time in 
any waters, and this has convinced 
many that the lakes are “ fished out.” 

The other day the writer and a staff 
photographer journeyed to the Fox 
lake region to witness the state fish- 
eries department haul their seine. The. 
haul was made in Pistakee lake, and, 
while the results were below the ever- 


age, due to cold water, enough fish | 
were taught to convince any angler. 
that the fish are there Innumerable | 
bass, and big ones; pickerel up to ten | 
pounds; crappies averaging a pound, | 
and lots of them; blue gills almost as. 


to thirty-five pounds; to say nothing of 
red horse, dogfish, gars, and other 
minor leaguers. 

The Illinois fisheries department has 
a sane policy in its seining operations. 
Instead of following the old way of 
taking game fishes from where they 
are plentiful and putting them where 
they are scarce, only a few breeders are 
taken from any one piece of water, and 
these are put in the breeding ponds at 
the Spring Grove hatchery, where the 
young will be raised, instead of being 
eaten by other fish. 


Several millions of bass will be raised 
here this season, as well as’ crappies 
and other game fishes.

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PUBLIC STENOGRAPHERS. 
HE idea of marketing their serv- 
ices to a number of business men 
or firms, instead of giving their 
entire time to one business house, 


information in regard to establishing a 
business as public stenographer may 
be answered collectively to the best ad- 
vantage of all those especially inter- 
ested. 

I have interviewed several public 
stenographers. They are all women 
who have been in business for them- 
selves for years. They are well estab- 
lished, reputable, and without excep- 
tion are earning comfortable incomes. 
Their adv and opinions, the gist of 
which is given below, may be relied 
upon. « 

In the first’ place a small capital is 
necessary to establish oneself in busi- 
ness as a public stenographer. An 
office, or desk space in an office, has 
to be rented. Telephone service is es- 
sential. It is necessary to rent or buy 
typewriter, desk, and chairs.. A stock 
of stationery is required, consisting of 
letter size paper of good quality, legal 
size paper, second sheets for carbon 
copies, several sizes of envelopes, as 
well as sundry necessary office supplies, 
such as carbon paper, notebooks, pen- 
cils, etc. Announcements must be sent 
to prospective clients. All this means 
a considerable outlay of money before 
a single client is obtained. 

The second important consideration 
is pPevious business experience. It is 
not advisable for an inexperienced ste- 
nographer to go into business for her- 
self. as her experience would be gained 
at too great an expense. A public ste- 
nographer’s success depends upon ac 
curacy, speed, and the ability to turn 
out neat and well balanced copy. 

Girls who have received part of their 
business training in law and real estate 
offices, banks, or general contracting 
firms have perhaps the best founda- 
tion for successful careers as public 
stenographers. ‘Contracts and agree- 
ments in one form or another consti 
tute a great part of their work. 

Perhaps the best location for a ste- 
nographer who desires to cater to the 
public is an office building ‘the tenancy 
of which ig composed mainly of law 
firms. Lawyers, particularly those 
specializing in patent law, have a great 
deal of their work done by public ate 
nographers.

Every board of college trustees, 
every public school board, every prin- 
cipal of a private school, was looking 
for a woman of experience when they 
wanted some one to do the work I had 
prepared myself to do. Mere training 
was not enough, and there seemed no 
way to get the prerequisite experience. 
‘Ultimately the training counted infi- 
nitely, but at that stage it seemed en- 
tirely at-a discount. 

Better Training Given. 

Until recently domestic science grad 

uates were so few and courses in do 


“mestic science being so universally in 


troduced everywhere, that graduates 
in subjects found places to teach read. 
ily, no question about experience aris- 
ing. As a result some of the teaching 
has been the work of those without 
experience, and it is not surprising 
that results in some cases have been 
criticizable. But today this training ts 
becoming increasingly efficient, and 
the work given far more fundamentai 
than formerly and more fundamental 
than any home learning. 

Nevertheless the most experienced 


teachers of cookery may have difficulty | 


fn turning out students from their 
classes as efficient as the world de 
mands. Boards of education are not al- 
ways generous. They are even nig- 
gardly, and the girls often must work 
with the most limited equipment. In 
many cases they cannot learn to do 
things in the best way because they 
have not the tools. Too many home 
kitchens are as badly off, so that the 
girl in practicing what she learns at 
home (and she will practice if her 
teacher is of the right sort) does not 
get the best sort of experience. And 
every woman knows how time flies in 
preparing a simple meal. It flies just 


as fast when the girl is trying for the 
first time to make some simple dish. 
Because this is so, results may seem 
scanty. - : 

One Rule for Many. 

But for some years now some teach- 


ers have been teaching principles and 


grouping recipes into what we may 
eall condensed cook books, 80 that a 
girl who has learned to make, say, 


one milk soup, can make a dozen or. 


two by applying the same rules she 
used with the one sort, or having 
learned how to make baking powder 
biscuit, she can make cream scones, 


cheese biscuit, English tea biscuit, fruit . 


roll, etc. And then when the time for 
making meat stews comes along, the 
girl gets a little review of her work 
with biscuits by making dumplings. 

For instance, the work I watched 
that day of the inspiration, tasting the 
results, was on the biscuits. Apple 
dumplings were made with a biscuit 
dough, thus adding experience in filling 
a dough, wetting edges, and fastening 
a filling in with no other cement -than 
water. 

The table by which all the varieties 
of biscuit were made had at the left 
hand side the following general list of 
ingredients: Flour, baking powder, 
sugar, salt, fat, milk, eggs. Below 
these the special ingredients of cheese, 
raisins, and cinnamon were added. I 
must say here that the half cup of 
cheese, added to the regulation bak- 
ing powder biscuit, gave a more suc: 
cessful product fhan any of the others 
baked—to my mind. The cheese was 
cut fine and worked quickly into the 
dough made. In every case the dough 
got the slightest possible handling. It 
is overhandling of quick doughs that 
leads to failure.

Until more money 
is in hand the building operations can- 
not begin. The lease on the building 
in Highland Park expires June 1 and 
the building is wanted for other pur- 
poses. 

The statement of the boa~d concern- 
ing the Mother’s day offering reads. 

“On Mother’s day the presbytery 
of Chicago recommends its churches 
to devote their offerings to the cur- 
rent expenses of the home—food, serv- 
ice, fuel, etc. The sum of $12,0v0 js 
asked for this year. It will scarcely 
be enough because prices are so high. 

“ Sustaining members of tl:e home 
pay $100 per year. Annual members, 
$20 and $10; subscribing menibers, $5; 
auxiliary members, $2 and $!. 

“The sun porch on the second floor 
of the east wing of the proposed build- 
ing is to be paid for by the Sabbath 
echools of the presbytery. The cost 
will be $3,000. Toward this ten schools

America’s Problem. 
Chicago, May 6. — [Automobile 
Editor, Chicago Tribune.]—Recent con- 
ventions of highway, railway, automo- 
bile, construction, and material men 
have been most useful and instructive. 
To one who had the opportunity to at- 
tend these conferences they have been 
highly illuminative, and to the thought- 
ful one suggestive. 
Below I am setitng down some im- 
pressions gained from an attendance 
on these conferences and am offering 
them to those who care to read for 
whatever value they may contain. 

America has become greatest 
producing nation not alone because of 
the wealth of its raw materials but 
because it adopted the policy of free 
trade between the states and made that 
policy effective by creating a com- 
prehensive system of transportation. 
The degree of transportation perfec- 
tion measures the advance of civiliza- 
tion. 

Whatever the causes, 
transportation facilities are not now 
adequate to meet the national’ needs, 
and unless the equilibrium is shortly 
restored we face the necessity of 
economic readjustments that would 
seem certainly in the Gtrection of the 
retrograde. 

The railways confess ni inadequacy 
of their |jservice, which they ascribe to 
a variety of causes. Every one must 
confess the ‘poverty of the railways, 
which may be variously explained. The 
point is, we lack transportation and 
must exert ourselves to supply it or 
face the most serious consequences. 
We are not without inventive genius, 
and we shall not despair of our ability 
to create an auxiliary service. Indeed, 
it is pointed out that the modern high- 
way anid the motor truck provide a 
solution’ of all short haul transporta- 
tion prablems. The railways are still 
capable of meeting our long hau! re- 
‘quirements. Let us then immediately 
develop the short haul systems ané re- 
lieve the pressure. 

The state of Illinois announced the 
postponement of its highway building 
program, under a $60,000,000 bond 
issue, on account of the high prices of 
material, OtKer states face the same 
condition and are hesitant.

SPACE IN THE SOLAR SYSTEM. 
HE sun is the center of a family 
of worlds. We call his planets 
and their attendant moons, with 
the debris of comets and meteors 
that move under his attraction, the 
solar system. The size of this sys 


tem is simply staggering to us, accus: — 


tomed as we are, to distance, in puny 
miles. The space from the sun to his 
nearest planet is 36,000,000 miles, and 
to his farthest 2,971,600,000. In sharp 
contrast to the enormous gaps from 
world to world are the specklike sizes 
of the planets themselves. | 

Select a level expanse of prairie. 
it place a globe two feet in diameter, 
and let it shine four times as brilliantly 
as the brightest part of an arc light. 
This is the sun. Mercury will be a 
grain of mustard seed moving in an 
oval about 164 feet across, once around 
in eighty-eight days. Venus will be 
the size of a pea, in an orbit 2&4 feet 
in diameter, and will miake the trip 
in 225 days. 


The earth will be a large pea, ac- 


companied by a small taustard: seed,- 


the moon moving in an orbit 430 feet 
across once in a year. The moon will 
be fifteen inches from the earth, and 
will go around once a month. Mars 
will be a large pin head moving ia u 
circle 654 feet across,’ and requtring 
almost two years to make the trip. 
It has two motes flying about it. The 
asteroids will be grams of sand and 
dust tlying in shoals whose orbits aver- 
age 1,000 feet across. . Their periods 
will be about four years. 
Jupiter, the giant planet, will. be an 
orange. following a circlé half a mile 
from side to side. He goes around 
it once in twelve years.
